The Implications of the Conflict STaLIN-TITO. 


1. After the PARTS conference of the four foreign ministers at which the 
lifting of the blockade of BERLIN was discussed, an observer re-arked 
that the "cold war" had been transformed into a "hot peace't. This re- 
mark may apply to the western front in Europe, but on its southeastern 
front the "cold war" continues and threatens to turn into a hot war. 
During recent months the Politbureau and the Cowinfor have left no stone 
unturned in order to force the recalcitrant satrap, TITO, into subnission. 
Menacing notes alternated with the massing of Russian armored divisions 
along the Yugoslav frontier; the economic blockade was being tightened; 
the other satel.ites received orders to denounce their treaties with 
BELOGRaDE; the mock trial against the top Bolshevik leader in Yungary, 
RAJK, is intended to incict TITO of having attempted to murder RAXOSI 
and to overthrow the Communist Hungarian Government; the Kremlin <i 
not even refrain fron an open toreat of war by declaring that it would 
resort to "sore effective meusurcs",. 


2. Thus the quarrel between .JOSCON and BELGRADE has been developing to a 
question of world ;olitical inrortance for different reasons: Tt 
thr.atens the insecure peace of the world; it endangers the Soviet bloc; 
and = last but not least ~ "TITOLS" is developing a new pattern of 
Communism, differen? fron the orthodox {0SCO° brand ard art to be 
habit-forning for other counteZes. 
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there be War between MOSCOW and BELGRADE? 


3. If the question is posed as to which schenes STALIN will 
use to bring about the downfall of his unruly vassal = 
and he is, for many reasons, under strong prescure to 
achieve this goal soon -, it is important to ascertain — 
from which presuppositions he is likely to start, 


4. They are twofold; He will avoid everything which might 
now cause @ third war and he will attack Yugoslavia only 
if she is undermined by innor strife and unrest to such 
a degree that no serious resistance 1s to be expected. 
The firat presupposition may be derived fron the general 
world political situation, the temporary weaknees of 
the Soviet Union and the receding wave of Commnian in 
Europe; the second results from STALIN's character and 
tactics, as developad throughout decades, 


5. Both presuppositions do not apply to Yugoslavia. An — 
attack upon this country by regular Soviet forces would 
aluost certainly result in starting another world war. 

If Russian armies could succeed in shortly crushing 
Yugoslav resistance, the establisiment of a Soviet 
stronghold in the area of Trieste with its menate to. 
Italy and the Mediterranean would heighten the tension 

to an intolerable degree, STALIN kmows this and will 
refrain from an open atisck as long as he is the dominating 
figure in the Politbureeu. . 


6 The second presupposition applies to Yugoslavia just as 
little. There are no signs of growing unrest, diecontent 
or despair about an intolerable economic situation, Tito 
has so far succeeded in strengthening his inner-political 
position and in securing sufficient economic help from 
the Western Powers to avold a breakdown, It is on the 
economic field that the West can do most to back Tito, as 
& lesser cvil, in his fight against MOSCOW. ‘This would 
be done with a calevlated risk as the future of Yugoslavia 
ie bound to be insecure for a long time. 


7o AS an undisguised attack has to be ruled out as a means 
of subjugating TITO, STALIN has to use indirect approaches. 
The most expedient scheme would be to unloose the satellite - 
armies. It is, however, unlikely that he will employ this 
weapon as it is a double-edged one. Apart from the fact 
that neither the Bulgarian nor the Hungarian Aray is strong 
enough to beat Yugoslavia, neither of them ~ the fighting 
spirit of the Rumanians is nil - is reliable enough to be 
‘trusted with such a task. Their antagonisu against the 
common foe, Yugoslavia, might rouse them to a determined 
fight, but it seems possible that still stronger national— 
istic tendencies would ba evéked by such a campaign which 
might prove dangerots to the Kremlin, who even now tries 
in vain to stifle such feoling in the satallite countries. 
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8. The most efficient dynamite to be placed within the body 
of the Yugoslay state would therefore. be the resurrection 
of the Macedonian question. In a country with such a 
precarious balance of the nationalities of which Yuge- 
slavia is composed, the threat of losing so important a 
territory as Macedonia which would become part of a new 
state would seem to be a deadly peril for BELGRADE, But 
' this bomb might algo backfire. A new formed state of 
Macedonia would be composed just'as well of Bulgarian 
and Greek territories. It might turn out to be a dangerous 
experiment to excite the passions of Bulgaria and bring 
confusion into the ranks of the Greek guerillas; Albania, 
already threatened by isolation and inner strife, would 
also eater the picture. TITO, an old hand in Balken in- 
trigues, is already busy placing counter-ivines in Greece 
by his old follower GOTCHEV. It is thovefore more probable 
that Macedonia will again develop into a hotbed of the most 
diversified Balkan intrigues than into a starting point of 
the annihilation of TITO,

9. Consequently, for the time being the Gominform will hava to 
fall back on its old practices: The attempt to murder TiTO; 
the instigation of unrest and revolt by every means of pro~ 
paganda and intrigue; the infiltration of a limited number 
of foreign troopa ~ Russians and Bulgarians - disguised ad 
guerrilles or ordinary civilians. What more drastic steps 
will have to be taken later will depend on the result of the 
first subterranean offengive. Oy

10, It is not an overstatement to say that the struggle with 
TITO might develop into a vital problem for the future of 
the Soviet Union. By the defection of TITO the Soviet bioc 
as a whole is threatened with being shattered. Consequently, 
quite apart from the irreparable loss of prestige, the Soviet 
Union would lose its stronghold from which expansion to the 

' Mediterranean and southeastern Europe is intended. 


li. This political and strategic danger is equalled by an 
ideclogical one. Behind TiTO's resistance ere Looming | 
heresies which the Kremlin cannot tolerate without en- 
dangering its very existence. TITO and his adherents in 
other satellite couttries ere opposed to the collectivi- 
zation of the peasant holdings and to being degraded to 
Russian provinces. While this latter issue is merely a 
question of political expediency which might he settled by — 
more reasonable politicians in MOSCOT, the op.osition 
‘against collectivization effects the very roots of the 
Soviet system. MOSCOW cannot tolerate the individual

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12. Thos the new phenomenon to be observed in the Balkan 

States as well as in Poland and Caechoslovakia, is the 
tNationgl—Gommnisn, ies men who arse convinced Come 
muniets but who want to preserve their nationality. 
Tt is a danger which is undermining both the political 
power and ideological foundations of the Sovict state. 
This danger is erhanced by the fact that this trend is 
affecting the staunchest and most loyal supporters of 
the true Communist creed in the satellites. JTTMITROV 
became a victim of this heresy and had to be liquidated 
in a Russian sanetorivm, as Ruth FISCHER, the eiseter of 
Gerhard EISLER, once a leading figure anong the German 
Commnists, now a desertex' into the bourgeois camp, 
testifies. KOSTOFF had to be imprisoned, EAJK, up to 
a few months ago the key man of Hungarian Communism, is 
to be tried along with some other Po perty men 

‘and probably executed in BUDAPEST. | 


13.° The breakdown of the ideological edifice in the satellite . 
countries cannot he deuenstrated in a tore pitiless manner 
than by the fact that the mock trial in BUDAPEST is based 

‘on the charge that one Cominform boss, TITO, has been 
“tying. to murder hia colleague, EAKOSI, with aid of a 
third member of this body, RAJK. It mist be renember'ed 
that TITO is not an outsider but. one of the most thoroughly 
trusted henchnen of HOSCOT, trained through decades by the 
Cominform and initiated in ite imermost secrets. If 
Poland and Gzechoslovakia remain unaffected by thie acute 
erisis, it is not a sign of a greater loyalty to the Comin= 
form; it testifies merely that GOMULKA, BOTTHALD and their . 
followers are more ceutoue than TITOta, KOSTOFF's and 
RAJK' a. 


1h. The danger emanating ee the national-commnistic trend 
in the Balkans is all the more threatening for the Soviet 
Union as she has been developing, since the outbreak of 
the war, on the same nationalistic line. On one hand this 
imperialistic policy, which moves.in the footstess of 
Cgarism, is preventing her from applying a reasonable 
attitude towards her satellites who might be kept loyal 
and satisfied by granting them some national autonomy. 
On the other hand, the natlonaliem in MOSCOW ‘ie bound to 
display understanding for analogous developments in other 
countries. Both movenents are turning from the old inter= 
nationalist alogarg.of the orthedox commmist creed as 
preached by the LENIN-STALIN slogan, calling up the proletariat 
of the world to unite. 


_ 25.. These suppositions being correct, it is a logics] con= 
clusion that diseensions about the national~commnist con 
caption and the internationsl-bolghevist idea mist be rampant 
among the Politbureau and the innermost circle of top-~ ranking 
leaders ‘in MOSCGT, This assumption is being confirmed by 
developments in the Russian capitel in recent months.
